“Within the last five years in 
many of the districts, county as¬ 
sociations of firemen have been 
organized. A visit to one of 
these county meetings, with fire¬ 
men gathered from tne four cor¬ 
ners of the county, mostly ail vol¬ 
unteers, will be found really a 
revelation. Here one finds me 
ehanics, laborers, business men, 
professional men and civic offi 
cials, ail members of some voiun 
teer fire department, many having 
traveled quite a few miles to at¬ 
tend the meeting. Matters of 
vital importance relative to fire 
prevention, better fire figfiting 
facilities and an interchange ot 
ideas, with an atmosphere of 
goodfeliowship and co-operation 
prevailing are the order of the 
evening. Here, also, we find enter¬ 
taining and instructive speakers, 
usually officials or members of 
paid fire departments from some 
of the adjacent large centers ad¬ 
dressing the volunteers. For in 
past years the paid fireman no 
longer looks upon the small town 
fireman as a “hick” fire fighter.

A T Rotary conference at Los Angeles 
last week we heard one of the most 
distinguished physicians of Canada say that 
most of us need to learn how to play.

tests give authoritative data whereby 
the states may be compared with one an¬ 
other as to the general intelligence of the 
adult male population. 

States that had good good systems in 
1900 made high scores in the army intelli¬ 
gence tests. IIow each one is the cause of 
the other may be disputed, but that there 
is some relationship few would deny. The 
five states with the best schools in 1900 
made an average score of 73.3 on the army 
tests. The five states with the poorest 
schools made an average score of 43.9. This 
is a difference of nearly 30 points. 

Men making scores of 73 in the army 
tests were classified as having “average in¬ 
telligence." Men making scores of 44 were 
put into a lower group designated as “low 
average intelligence.” In short, the differ¬ 
ence between a score of 73 and 44 in the 
intelligence test was recognized in the army 
as a real and significant difference.

TIPS TO MOTORISTS 

In checking your motor when 
it is heating, give the radiator 
hose connections thorough inspec¬ 
tion, both upper and lower, for 
although they may appear all 
right from the outside, the inside 
may be swelled and almost closed, 
causing stoppage of circulation, 
which would result in serious in¬ 
jury to your motor. 

If the oil indicator on the in¬ 
strument board does not show the 
proper pressure, immediate atten¬ 
tion should be given to the oil 
level or the condition of the oil 
itself. More oil might be needed 
or the crank case might need 
drainage and new oil replaced. 
The best grade of oil is the cheap¬ 
est in the long run.

Improvement of East Grand 
Avenue will have to await ver¬ 
dict of the owners of frontage on 
tiie south side of the street, which 
lies in Arcadia.
